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REPORT. 


Although  it  has  not  been  customary  to  report  to  the 
contributors  the  state  of  the  Hospital  in  the  city,  but 
merely  to  submit  at  their  annual  meetings  a  condensed 
statement  of  the  accounts,  a  few  copies  of  which  have 
been  subsequently  printed  and  circulated ;  the  Board 
deemed  it  advisable,  as  well  as  due  to  those  who  are 
interested  in  this  charity,  to  make  them  more  fully  ac¬ 
quainted  with  its  peculiar  situation  at  this  time. 

Before  entering  upon  this,  they  feel  it  their  duty  to 
notice  the  loss  sustained  by  them  in  the  death,  within 
the  past  year,  of  two  of  their  members,  Clement  C.  Biddle 
and  Lawrence  Lewis,  the  latter  being  President  of  the 
Board  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  which  situation  he  had 
acceptably  filled  for  seven  years.  These  late  co-laborers 
were  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  various  duties, 
and  untiring  in  their  exertions  for  the  Institution ;  and  to 
the  latest  period  of  their  existence  their  hearts  were 
touched  with  earnest  solicitude  for  its  welfare.  While 
the  Board  cannot  but  sensibly  feel  the  loss  they  have 
sustained,  they  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  the  example 
of  these  faithful  servants  may  animate  those  with  whom 
they  recently  co-operated,  to  use  all  diligence  in  carrying 
out  what  they  so  earnestly  desired,  the  increased  useful¬ 
ness  and  prosperity  of  the  Institution. 
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In  presenting  this  report,  the  Managers  have  a  two¬ 
fold  object  in  view;  in  the  first  place  to  state  the  increas¬ 
ing  demand  made  upon  this  branch,  attributable  to  the 
unprecedented  increase  in  our  population;  and  secondly, 
to  apprise  the  contributors  of  the  utter  inability  to  provide 
for  the  number  which  the  house  is  capable  of  accommodat¬ 
ing,  on  account  of  the  want  of  adequate  means  for  their 
maintenance. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  at  the  period  of  the  origin 
of  this  Hospital,  the  population  of  the  city  and  suburbs 
did  not  exceed  twenty  thousand,  and  that  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  same  became  necessary,  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  buildings  commensurate  with  the  wants  of 
the  community,  and  that  within  a  few  years  one  wing 
has  been  entirely  rebuilt  and  the  other  materially  altered 
with  reference  to  accommodating  an  increased  number, 
still  we  find,  with  a  population  numbering  near  five 
hundred  thousand,  it  is  impossible  to  receive  very  many 
who  anxiously  seek  a  temporary  residence  within  our 
walls. 

This  is  owing  in  some  measure  to  the  high  price  of 
provisions  within  the  last  two  years,  occasioning  an  in¬ 
creased  outlay  of  at  least  75  per  cent,  in  the  expenses  of 
maintaining  the  family  over  previous  years;  and,  also,  to 
the  peculiar  nature  of  many  of  the  accidents,  a  number 
of  which  are  of  a  character  requiring  a  very  long  resi¬ 
dence  in  the  house;  among  which  may  be  mentioned  rail¬ 
road  injuries,  where  amputation  is  not  unfrequently  ne¬ 
cessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  life  of  the  sufferer, 
involving  a  protracted  stay,  as  well  as  the  numerous 
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casualties  resulting  from  the  use  of  steam  and  burning 
fluid,  which  are  among  the  most  tedious. 

This  subject  has  frequently  claimed  the  attention  of  the 
Managers,  and  the  question  has  arisen,  whether  they  would 
not  be  impelled  by  necessity  to  decline  the  admission  of 
many  whose  cases  would  probably  prove  expensive.  Dif¬ 
ficulties,  however,  of  no  ordinary  nature  have  presented 
themselves,  it  being  universally  known  that  for  a  period 
of  many  years,  all  serious  accidents  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Hospital  if  brought  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
their  occurrence,  and  with  the  great  facilities  for  travel¬ 
ling  now  offered,  an  individual  is  presented  within  the 
specified  time,  though  the  injuries  may  have  been  received 
at  a  distance  of  a  hundred  miles  or  more  from  the  city. 

Again,  when  we  find  almost  daily  records  in  the  papers 
of  accidents,  in  many  instances  resulting  in  their  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  Hospital,  it  becomes  quite  a  serious  question 
(apart  from  the  feelings  of  humanity)  how  far  it  would  be 
proper  to  draw  a  line  of  distinction,  when  there  exists  no 
other  Institution  in  this  immediate  vicinity  in  which  the 
sufferer  could  receive  the  same  prompt  and  efficient  aid. 

From  the  report  appended  to  this,  it  will  be  perceived 
that  the  subject  of  retrenchment  in  our  expenditures  has 
claimed  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Board,  and  every 
proper  effort  has  been  made  to  economize  the  funds  of  the 
Institution  without  lessening  its  usefulness. 

It  is  on  these  accounts  that  the  Board  of  Managers  feel 
constrained  to  present  this  subject  to  the  consideration  of 
the  contributors  and  their  fellow-citizens  generally,  in  the 
hope  that  some  means  may  be  devised  whereby  a  greater 
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amount  of  good  may  be  done,  as  there  is  at  the  present 
time  ample  room  in  the  wards  for  seventy-five  additional 
patients,  was  the  income  of  the  Institution  sufficient  to 
defray  their  expenses.  And  it  is  worthy  of  special  re¬ 
mark  that  there  would  be  great  economy  in  providing  the 
means  of  support  for  this  additional  number,  for,  inas¬ 
much  as  the  house  is  already  heated,  lighted,  and  pro¬ 
vided  with  officers,  &c.,  the  cost  to  the  Institution  would 
he  less  than  half  the  proportional  amount  expended  upon 
the  patients  now  in  the  Hospital. 

The  attention  of  the  contributors  is  solicited  to  the  tables 
accompanying  this  report,  from  which  it  will  be  perceived 
that  nearly  60,000  patients  have  partaken  of  the  benefits 
of  the  Hospital  since  its  organization. 

In  conclusion,  the  Managers  would  not  withhold  the  ex¬ 
pression  of  an  earnest  desire  that  means  may  be  provided 
to  increase  the  usefulness  of  this  time-honored  Institution, 
and  the  blessings  of  an  overruling  Providence,  which  we 
believe  have  ever  marked  its  progress,  may  still  rest 
upon  it.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 


ON  RETRENCHMENT. 


The  Committee  to  inquire  what  plan  can  be  adopted 
to  reduce  the  expenses  of  the  city  department  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  Report ,  That  in  pursuance  of  their  appointment,  the 
Committee  met  several  times  at  the  Hospital,  and  at  their 
request  the  Steward  prepared  a  synopsis  of  the  statistics 
of  the  house  for  the  last  ten  years ;  from  which  it  appears 
that  the  number  of  patients  on  the  poor  list  (other  than 
recent  accidents),  continues  to  average  about  seventy  daily ; 
there  has  been  no  increase  of  them,  while  of  recent 
accidents  the  number  has  nearly  doubled,  there  being 
twenty-nine  in  1846,  since  gradually  increasing,  until 
now  the  average  is  fifty-six.  This  will  partially  account 
for  the  very  greatly  increased  expenses  of  the  Institution, 
as  such  cases  are  very  costly  in  the  appliances  used,  and 
the  stimulants,  medicines,  and  diet  that  are  required. 

During  the  period  above  named,  the  number  of  patients 
of  all  kinds  has  increased  from  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
to  one  hundred  and  sixty- six — the  whole  number  of  in¬ 
mates  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred  and 
eleven;  and  the  annual  expenditures,  which  in  1846  were 
$15,909  47,  in  1855  amount  to  $36,741  04;  the  drafts  on 
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our  Treasurer  have  increased  from  $12,200  per  annum  to 
$25,000.  The  size  of  our  family,  the  great  number  of 
recent  accidents,  and  the  high  price  of  provisions  and  fuel, 
are  mainly  the  reasons  for  the  increased  expenses.
